Republicans have not had much 
success in New York since th at 
1928 election when they won tile 
state’s big presidential electoral 
vote for H erbert C. Hoover al­ 
though Mr. Roosevelt was elected 
governor and started directly from 
th at point to the W hite House. 
Democrats swept the state in 
1932 and th at tide carried on right 
through the 1934 and 1936 elec­ 
tions. Now IO years after the Re­ 
publican presidential trium ph of 
1928, New York state is seeing 
some m ajor 
candidates coming 
down the stretch sufficiently close 
together to make it a real con­ 
test. 
Citizen of New York 
Mr. Roosevelt 
probably feels 
w arranted as 
a 
citizen of New 
York state to give the Democratic 
ticket all he has on the evening 
of Nov. 4 when he will deliver a 
political address. 
He already has 
found cause to endorse Democratic 
candidates in 
Pennsylvania 
and 
California although his general in­ 
tention has been to view the gen­ 
eral election campaign in the role 
of president rather than in his 
capacity as 
the 
leader 
of the 
Democratic party. There has been 
comparatively little public political 
activity around the White House 
in connection with the post-pri­ 
m ary phase of this election year.

Guardia, member of the American 
Labor party and in the forefront 
of the movement described by its 
friends as liberal and by its enemies 
as radical, has refused so far to 
endorse Lehman unless he, in turn, 
publicly endorses the New Deal.

ber o f the Wilso n Cabinet, Ro o sev elt had 
first hand ex perience with it. 
He is de­ 
termined that the U. S. shall no t a g a in be 
faced with this fa ta l pitfall in the ev ent 
o f ano ther co nflict. 
Ev en mo re than in 19 18 , war to da y re­ 
quires industry g eared to utmo st capacity . 
With ex isting po wer facilities, a wa r wo uld 
demand drastic, demo ralizing curtailment 
o f the use o f electricity in ho mes and busi­ 
ness establishments, and the utilizatio n o f 
antiquated and widely dispersed plants, at 
ex cessiv e co st, to pro duce v itql military 
materials. 
The o bject o l the po wer plan is to 
eliminate this mena cing weakness.

Prevention of Colds b y Local Immunity 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


VACCINES as a preventive of 
colds have b een praised and con­ 
demned b y one party or another 
ever since they were introduced. 
My own feeling would b e that they 
are of no value. Then just as I am 
sure of that, I hear of some person 
who has taken a series of “shots” 
in the fall and has gone all through 
the winter without a cold, and I 
have to modify my position. 
There is really no reason why 
vaccines should prevent colds. For 
a vaccine to work it must b e made 
up of the dead germs of the disease 
you are trying to prevent. These 
dead germs, injected in the b ody, 
are dissolved b y the b lood and an 
immunity is set up against them 
just as if they were the live germs 
of the disease. We can produce im­ 
munity to typhoid fever this way 
b ecause we know the exact germ 
which causes typhoid, and b ecause 
its chemistry is so stab le that one 
set of germs will confer immunity 
against all the typhoid germs in the 
world. 
Don’t Know Germ 
None of these things is true of 
the cold vaccines. We do not know 
the germ that causes cold. We are 
certain, in fact, that the germs used 
in cold vaccines are not the primary 
cause of the common cold. The com­ 
mon cold is prob ab ly caused b y a 
filterab le virus. After the virus has 
entered the mucosa of the nose, that 
mucosa is more easily invaded b y a 
numb er of secondary organisms. 
Those are the ones that cause the 
secretion and other late manifesta­ 
tions. Those are the ones that are 
in cold vaccines. They may confer 
immunity to the secondary infec­ 
tions, b ut not to the prim ary one 


going ab out the thing entirely the 
wrong way—b y injecting the vac­ 
cine underneath the skin. Perhaps 
the place to confer immunity is on 
the memb rane of the nose itself. 
Perhaps, if we create a local im­ 
munity in the nose, we can prevent 
colds and other respiratory infec­ 
tions. 
Such an idea is suggested b y 
Walsh and Cannon at the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago. 
What They Found 
Working on rab b its with Type 1. 
pneumonia germs, they found that 
b y introducing virulent germs into 
the nose, they produced a fatal re­ 
sult in 90 per cent of cases. When, 
however, they used a killed culture 
of pneumococcus Type I. over and 
over again, and then introduced the 
virulent germs, they had no deaths. 
They had produced complete im­ 
munity against intranasal infec­ 
tion. 
The investigators are inclined to 
interpret these results as meaning 
that in many respiratory infections, 
the real immunity which prevents 
the invasion is a local one developed 
in the nasal mucosa. They conclude 
thaf “regional vaccination would 
seem the preferab le method of ele­ 
vating the level of resistance of tis­ 
sue at the portal of entry to the 
b ody”.

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GOVERNMENT HAS SETTLED SUITS 
W A SH IN G T O N — The .Justice Depart- 


ment secretly is ready to announce 
out-of-court settlement of tim monopoly in­ 
dictments against the Ford and Chrysler 


motor companies. 
With General Motors, the two firms 


were indicted by a federal grand jury in 
South Bend, Ind., last spring on charges 
of violating the anti-trust laws through 
illegal relations with auto finance corpora­ 
tions. 
Shortly thereafter Donald R. Rich­ 
burg, former NRA head representing Ford, 
and William Stanley, ex-Assistant Attor­ 
ney General and counsel for Chrysler, 
opened negotiations with the Justice De­ 
partment for an amicable settlement. 
An agreement has been reached, and 
it will be made public as a “consent 
decree” this week. 
Ford and Chrysler 
agree to sever all connections with finance 
firms, in exchange for the Government 
abandoning its prosecution. 
The case against General Motors will 
go to trial, as it has refused to make any 
concessions.

WAR POWER 


There is much more to the national 
defense plan for power expansion than 
was made public by Assistant War Secre­ 
tary Louis Johnson. 
His canny announce­ 
ment did not reveal two secret and sen­ 
sational details: 
First, that the nation’s power facilities 
today 
are 
far 
below 
security 
needs. 
Second, that the power plan is designed to 
do for American industry what the arma­ 
ment and training programs will do for 
the Army and Navy— place it in a state 
of preparedness to meet any emergency. 
Lack of power sufficient to operate 
industry at a maximum was one of this 
country’s little known but greatest weak­ 
nesses during the World War. 
As a mem­ 
ber of the Wilson Cabinet, Roosevelt had 
first hand experience with it. 
He is de­ 
termined that the U. S. shall not again be 
faced with this fatal pitfall in the event 
of another conflict. 
Even more than in 1918, war today re­ 
quires industry geared to utmost capacity. 
With existing power facilities, a war would 
demand drastic, demoralizing curtailment 
of the use of electricity in homes and busi­ 
ness establishments, and the utilization of 
antiquated and widely dispersed plants, at 
excessive cost, to produce vitql military 
materials. 
The object of the power plan is to 
eliminate this menacing weakness. 
At the 
same time a very important result of the 
large scale expansion will be a powerful 
shot in the arm to heavy industry, long a 
laggard, that will be felt in every line of 
business.

There is really no reason why 
vaccines should prevent colds. For 
a vaccine to work it m ust be made 
up of the dead germ s of the discase 
you are trying to prevent. These 
dead germs, injected in the body, 
are dissolved by the blood and an 
immunity is set up against them 
just as if they were the live germ s 
of the disease. We can produce im­ 
munity to typhoid fever this way 
because we know the exact germ 
which causes typhoid, and because 
its chem istry is so stable th a t one 
set of germ s w-ill confer im m unity 
against all the typhoid germ s in the 
world. 
Don’t Know Germ 


None of these things is true of 
the cold vaccines. We do not know 
the germ th a t causes cold. We are 
certain, in fact, th a t the germs used 
in cold vaccines are not the prim ary 
cause of the common cold. The com­ 
mon cold is probably caused by a 
filterable virus. A fter the virus has 
entered the mucosa of the nose, that 
mucosa is more easily invaded by a 
num ber of secondary organism s. 
Those are the ones th a t cause the 
secretion and other late m anifesta­ 
tions. Those are the ones th a t are 
in cold vaccines. They may confer 
im m unity to the secondary infec­ 
tions, but not to the prim ary one. 
Perhaps, however, we have been 
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going about the thing entirely the 
wrong way—by injecting the vac­ 
cine underneath the skin. Perhaps 
the place to confer im m unity is on 
the mem brane of the nose itself. 
Perhaps, if we create a local im­ 
m unity in the nose, we can prevent 
colds and other respiratory infec­ 
tions. 
Such an idea is suggested by 
W alsh and Cannon at the U niver­ 
sity of Chicago. 
W hat They Found 
W orking on rabbits with Type I. 
pneumonia germ s, they found that 
by introducing virulent germ s into 
the nose, they produced a fatal re­ 
sult in 90 per cent of cases. When, 
however, they used a killed culture 
of pneumococcus Type I. over and 
over again, and then introduced the 
virulent germ s, they had no deaths. 
They had produced complete im­ 
m unity against intranasal infec­ 
tion. 
The investigators are inclined to 
in terpret these results as meaning 
th a t in many respiratory infections, 
the real im m unity which prevents 
the invasion is a local one developed 
in the nasal mucosa. They conclude 
th af “regional vaccination would 
seem the preferable method of ele­ 
vating the level of resistance of tis­ 
sue at the portal of entry to the 
hotly”. 
All this is still in the experi­ 
m ental stage, but it gives foot! for 
thought.

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JUDGE CRABITES 
CITES REASONS 
FOR ARAR CRISIS 


250 In Audience For Third 


Of Rotary Club’s 


Addresses 


Settlement of differences be­ 
tween Jews and Arabs of Jeru­ 
salem will be the salvation of two 
and a half million Jews of Eastern 
and Central Europe. 
This was the opinion of Judge 
Pierre Crabites, professor of law 
a t the University of Louisiana, 
who spoke Tuesday night in the 
high school auditorium in the third 
number of the Institute of Inter­ 
national Understanding sponsored 
by the Circleville Rotary club. 
The speaker contended that the 
differences of the races has block­ 
ed relief to the suffering Jews of 
Europe. Jews and Arabs, he con­ 
tended, can get along together if 
politicians and others leave them 
alone. "They lived together under 
friendly relations for 1300 years 
until 1920,” he said. 
All Portals Closed 
No country, he explained, will 
open its portals to the oppressed 
Jews of Europe. The land large 
enough and fertile enough to ab­ 
sorb them is Mohammedan land. 
The speaker pointed out that the 
Arab looks on the Holy Land as 
being as much his Holy Land as 
that of anyone else. 
Arabs be­ 
lieve England is pouring Jews into 
Palestine to overcome the Arab 
majority. 
The Arabs, he explain­ 
ed, 
are fighting against being 
turned into a minority. 
"If the 
Jews will make peace with the 
Arabs, the Jews will have a haven 
of safety in the Mohammedan 
countries,” he declared. 
Judge 
Crabites, 
lecturer 
and 
author, spent 25 years in the Near 
East as judge of the Cairo, Egypt, 
International Tribunal, under ap­ 
pointment of President Taft in 
1911. 
About 250 persons attended the 
lecture. 
The final of the series 
will be heard next Tuesday night.
